If the presen carriage-way, which is very contracted, were

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

A dreadful case of poisoning has just occurred here, A man 
named Bourgoni, an usher at the Tribunal de Premiére Instanee, 
and his wife, have sunk, at an interval of a few days, under the 
effects of some drug, which appears to have been administered ia 
long premeditation, The first symptoms manifested themselves 
on the 27th of January. On that day Bourgoni and hig wife, 
who had partaken at their meal of some soup, were seized with 
violent vomitings and coli, The medieal attendants called in, at 
first imagined the case to be one of eholera, although a dog which 
had eaten some of the same soup experieneed the same symptoms 
as Bourgoni and his wife. At the end of eight or ten days the 
latter began to show signs of Teeovery, when, after taking some 

vorridge prepared by a woman ealled Jacquemard, their mother-in- 
tee the vomitings and colic broke out afresh, and on the 1dth of 
February Madame Baurgon{ expired in the midst of the most cruel 
sufferings. She had been six months enciente, and scarcely 
sixteeen years of age, Her husband died subsequently on the night 
of the 24thof February. ‘These people—the Jacquemards (man and 
wife), father and mother-in-law of the victims, have drawn suspicion 
on themselves, and have been arrested, The result of the exhuma- 
tion and the chemical analysis of the remains of the Bourgonis 
leaves no doubt that they have fallen victims to poison,

It is, however, 
probable that, in acting, the fifth act will be much more effective 
than it appears from the mere reading, The part of the heroine 
suffered especially from being read in a male voice, and in pretty 
much the same tone as the brutal and diabolical sentiments uttered 
by Marrat., Upon the whole, the impression made by the reading 
was favourable, although it was felt that the subject was rather too 
near our own times, and that the circumstances were too similar to 
those which are passing before our eyes at the present moment to 
be made the subjeet of a tragedy.

Hope, who opened the adjourned debate, brought for war 
some statistics which make one tremble for the state of morality 
and religion in all classes :— 


“ He held in his hand certain returns which had been made by 
281 parochial clergymen, which went to show the number of 
forbidden marriages which had come within their knowledge, and ae 
would read them with the view of supporting the argument that, | 
marriage with a deceased wife’s sister were permitted, the effect, in 
all probability, would be to increase the number of marriages Fy 
other forbidden degrees of consanguinity, The returns made by 
the clergymen showed that the total number of forbidden marriages 
which had come within their knowledge was 269, and that, of these, 
178 were in the degree of a wife’s sister, and 89 within nearer 
degrees—brothers’ wives, aunts, nieces, and even stepdaughtsr. 
It mixht be urged by those who were prepared to support the bi , 
that the 89 cases occurred where the parties were mere outcasts 0 
society, and had not had the benefit of moral culture oF religious 
training. This, however, was not the case, for the returns showe 
that, in one case, a peeress had married her husband's nen 
that in another a lieutenant-general in the army had marrié ue 
lady and then her aunt, and then another woman, and afte 18 
her niece; in another, that a gentleman at Bristol had marrie 1s 
deceased wife’s illegitimate daughter; and, in another, that a man 
of property at Hull had married a mother, and then her daughter 
by a former husband, and that, in fact, several cases had opcuees 
in the upper and middle classes in which persons had forme 
marriages within degrees of incestuous affinity.’’ 

Now, really, when we see such dissensions in the House of 
Commons, and such a state of things as this going on 1 S0- 
ciety, must we not say that a bill passed under the circum: 
stances attending the present bill must be a most unsatisfactory 
measure? ‘The question is really so perplexing that we one 
not how to deal withit. Ifthe marriages about to be legalize 
are illegal intrinsically, and in the sight of God, no act of Par- 
liament can cure them of that taint. This we take to be in- 
disputable. But who is to decide this ?

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the Hovss or Lorps, on Monday, the Railway Audit Bill 
was read a first time, on the motion of Harl Granville. 

On Tuesday the House adjourned early. 

On Thursday Lord Londesborough and Lord Overstone took the 
oaths and their seats. Lord Londesborough was introduced by 
Lord Foley and Lord Eddisbury, and Lord Overstone by Lord Port- 
man and Lord Campbell. 

In the Hovss or Commons, on Monday, the House went into 
committee on the Parliamentary Voters (Ireland) Bill, and the 
sixth clause was passed. 

On Tuesday Mr. Mitchell moved for a committee to take into 
consideration the duties on wood, with a view of remitting the duty 
on all wood used in shipbuilding. He said he would have been glad, 
after the appeal of the President of the Board of Trade, to withdraw 
his motion, but the feeling of gentlemen in the shipping interest 
was strong upon the subject. ‘Ihe House then divided, when the 
numbers were-For the motion, 45; against it, 32: majority 
against Government, 13. 

On Wednesday the debate on the second reading of the Mar- 
RIAGES BILL, adjourned on the 27th ult., was resumed. At its 
conclusion Mr, Goulburn denied that the religious ground of oppo- 
sition to this bill had been abandoned; he retained his opinion that 
the Levitical law was that on which our marriage prohibitions were 
founded, and that these marriages were contrary to that law. There 
was no instance of these marriages (with a wife’s sister) in the 
Bible, after the law was promulgated ; and he repudiated the autho- 
rity of Jewish interpreters, by whom the Scriptures had been cor- 
rupted by tradition, The translators of our Bible bad declared 
their construction of the Levitical law in the table of degrees, which 
was founded upon the Scriptures, and the municipal law of this 
country had put the same construction upon it.—Mr. S. Wortley 
replied, and, the House having divided, the second reading was 
carried by a majority of 52—there being 182 ayes, and 130 noes.

Unirep Stares.—The royal mail steam-ship Europa arrived 
at Liverpool on Monday morning from New York, bringing dates 
from that place to the 20th ultimo, and Halifax to the 23rd, The 
American Senate had not concluded the debate on slavery. The 
Senate had rejected the nomination of Colonel Webb. ‘Two sena- 
tors, Dr, Givin and J.C, Freeman, had arrived at Washington from 
San Francisco. A destructive fire had taken place at Camp-street, 
New Orleans, on the 16th of February, by which property to the 
amount of 1,000,000 dollars was lost. “The fire was the work of an 
incendiary. The amount of gold received since the Niagara’s 
departure from California amounted to above three millions of dol- 
lars. From Canada we learn that serious riots had taken place at 
the Three Rivers, in connection with the School Act. The assessor’s 
house was burnt. The military were obliged to be called out. 
A fire, which broke out at Montreal on the 18th of February, had 
burnt the Canadian Institute library and the Governor’s office. 
We learn from Mexico that the new Mexican tariff is ordered to be 
carried into effect in Yucatan, 


West Inpta Matu.—The Royal Mail Company’s steam-ship 
Severn, Captain Vincent, arrived at Southampton soon after eleven 
o’clock on Saturday night, from the West Indies, with the usual 
mails, in charge of Lieutenant Miles, R.N., Admiralty agent. On 
her homeward voyage the Severn had fine weather throughout, and 
has made an exceedingly quick voyage, having been only sixteen days 
six hours performing the distance between St. Thomas’s and this 
port, being one of the quickest passages ever made by any of the 
company’s steamers, Montserrat is suffering to a dreadful extent 
with the smallpox; no less than 700 of the inhabitants being af- 
fected with it, and it was feared that a large number of them would 
prove fatal. The disease had been introduced into Antigua. A 
meeting of the Board of Health at Antigua had been held, for the 
purpose of concerting the best means of alleviating the sufferings of 
those afflicted with the disease, and a large amount of provisions 
had been purchased and forwarded for distribution, From 
Panama the iatest dates are to Jan. 22. The Oregon steamer had 
arrived at San Francisco with upwards of 2,000,000 dollars’ worth 
of gold dust, and about 300 passengers. Two hundred and fifty 
vessels remained in the harbour of San Franciseo without crews. 
The precious ore is still plentiful at the diggings, but the picking of 
it is attended with great risk of health at this season; dysentery 
prevailed to a great extent, which, it is said, the doctors attribute to 
the quality of the water. At Chagres there had arrived, within five 
days, no less than four American steamers vvith passengers for Cali- 
fornia, There were the Cherokee, with 125 passengers; the Ala- 
bama, with 80; the Telegraph, with 70; and the Falcon, with 272— 
making in all 647,

When his Royal Highness 
pirscniee himself, the only persons present in connection with the 
uilding of any consequence were Mr. Wheeler, clerk of the works, 
and Mr. Rhodes, superintendent; but being unacquainted with the

Heattu or Lonpon.—In the week ending Jast Satur- 
day the deaths in the metropolis were only 896, a result which 
indicates a low rate of mortality at the present time as compared 
with this season in former years. During the last month the num- 
bers returned weekly have been 1094, 957, 938, 911, and 896, 
exhibiting a continuous decline. In the week corresponding to 
last, of the years 1840-9, they were never lower than 916; in seven 
of the ten weeks they ranged above 1000; _and last year, when 
cholera was approaching, and various epidemics were rife, rose to 
1138. The average of the ten corresponding weeks is 1043, which 
corrected for increase of population becomes 1138; the present 
decrease on this estimate is, therefore, 242. In the eight principal 
epidemics, with the exception of diarrhoea, there is now a marked 
decrease ; diarrhoea was fatal to 18 persons (two-thirds of whom 
were children), which differs little from the number of the same 
week of the last two years, but is more than the average of the cor- 
responding ten weeks. At 3, Elliott’s-row, London-road, the son 
of a painter and glazier, aged eight years, died of English cholera, 
after seventeen hours’ illness, The mean temperature of the weck 
was 42 deg. 8min., or d0 deg. 3 min, higher than the average of 
the same week in seven years,

BorLer Exptosion.—A most alarming accident occurred

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Tue Assizes.—Sratre or Crime.—There is this re- 
markable feature in the assize intelligence, that the bulk of the 
cases for trial in most of the counties are connected with the 
distress and disorganization resulting from the famine. In the 
south, crimes of an agrarian character, which, in former years, used 
to render the circuits so protracted, and send many unhappy 
wretches to the gibbet or to a penal colony, are now comparatively 
rare, whilst highway robberics and plunder of provisions contribute 
to swell the calendars. Even in ‘lipperary the murder cases are 
few, whilst there are upwards of one hundred persons charged with 
larceny, in the majority of instances superinduced by the distress 
prevailing in the country. The most serious cases tried at the

GORHAM v. THE BISHOP OF EXETER. 

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRiv¥Y CouNcIL.—JUDGMENT.— 
The judgment in this long-litigated case, which is destined not only 
to have an immediate and important bearing on the whole Christian 
Church, and the Church of Enyland in particular, but to possess 
hereafter a deep historical interest, was pronounced at two o’clock 
yesterday afternoon by the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, 
in their court at Whitehall, by Lord Larigdale, who coneluded by 
saying that ‘ The court should humbly report to her Majesty that 
the sentence pronounced by the learned judge in the Arches Court 
of Canterbury ought to be reversed, and that the Bishop of Exeter 
had not shown sufficient cause why he did not institute Mr. Gorham 
to the vicarage of Bamford Speke.” 

Loud cries of ‘‘ Bravo”? resounded through the court at the con- 
clusion of the judgment, which were immediately silenced. 

It was stated by Lord Langdale that the Archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York had expressed their approval of the judgment.

The Cemetery at Highgate 
is; for situation, the true 
Pére la Chaise of the metro- 
polis, and affords extreme 
gratification to the prome- 
nader, who naturally com- 
pares, in his own mind, the 
picturesque garden scene 
around, him to the miserable 
and fetid graveyards within 
the precincts of overbuilt 
London! In such a’ place 
the aspect of death is soft- 
ened, and conducts the mind, 
disburdened of unsightliness, 
to pleasing contemplations of 
the past and the future.

from Athens of the 20th of February. The coercive measures of 
England were to cease immediately; the blockade to be removed 
on the 20th, We are now told that this question is settled ; but the 
Times very properly observes,.‘ We are at a loss to conceive what 
meaning is to be attached to that word. If these claims are valid 
and indisputable, the only settlement which this country can admit 
of is payment; if, on the contrary, they are frivolous and fictitious, 
it is an indelible disgrace to have attempted to extort by force 
what is not recoverable by law. The opinion of Europe has been 
expressed with sufficient emphasis, and that even in an official 
form. In Greece the diplomatic agents of seven European powers 
have protested against the illegal detention of insured vessels ; 
everywhere the indignant remonstrances of the King of Bavaria 
on behalf of his brother King Otho and of the Greek Am- 
bassadors have been received with sympathy and support. 
It is scarcely worth while to notice the absurd imputation on 
ourselves, that we have ridiculed and disclaimed Don Pacifico’s 
visionary claims because he is a Jew. Don Pacifico may pay £4 
apiece for his warming-pans, and array his cupboard (according to the 
version of the Foreign-office) with twenty-two soup-ladles, without 
exciting any prejudices on our part against his religious opinions. 
We object to his claims, not because they are Jewish, but because 
they are palpably false~not because he Ie a Jew, but because he is 
not an Englishman, and a very questionable British subject. His 
claims have nothing to do with this country, or its trade, or its 
dependencies. They arose out of the engagements entered into by 
this man with a foreign power, and the mere perusal of his own 
ludicrous statement puts him altogether out of court,” 

Several recent incidents have contributed to persuade the Greeks, 
both in the dominion of King Otho and in those of the Sultan, that 
the policy of England is no longer favourable to them and their 
cause; and the lsanedlete inference is, that they must look to 
Russia alone for countenance and support. The insurrection in the 
Ionian Isles had in its origin something of the spirit of Greek 
nationality, and the severity with which it was repressed has been 
felt by all the Hetwrists of all the Greek provinces. Shortly after- 
wards, Admiral Parker's operations were hailed with delight by the 
Porte, whilst they were looked upon with aversion by every Christian 

ower, A Turkish squadron actually cleared out to support the 

ritish fleet, and to share the spoil, as if no touch of ignominy was to 
be spared our gallant sailors, Throughout the East the impression 
produced on the Greek population by these events is that we-have 
adopted a line of hostility to their sovereign and their face, and that 
we have identified ourselves entirely and exclusively with their 
Mussulman oppressors. Such an impression is in’ the highest 
degree favourable to all the aie which the Russian Cabinet may 
entertain on these countries and their Christian inhabitants. 

To a classical mind the mere mention of the Pireus brings 
forward a host of classical associations; so intimately interwoven 
is this harbour of old with all the glories and misfortunes of 
the city of Minerva. In the mind’s eye we behold that vast 
armament which sailed under the joint command of Alcibiades and 
Nicias for Syracuse, and which was the precursor of troubles which 
only Athenian energy could have surmounted; or we try in vain 
to count up the numbers of her merchant-marine engaged in com- 
mercial intercourse with Eubma, Byzantium, and the Ionian sea- 
board. Then, again, we look upon the stern Lacedemonian ven- 
geance which was exerted to demolish the towers of the Pireus, 
and to level to the dust the extensive walls which connected the 
port with the city. Coming down to more modern days, we con- 
template the Mussulman and his eternal chibouk in indolent 
possession of a land ‘‘ whose very heart seemed dead’; and, 
again, the revival of Pelasgian glory with freedom and European 

Vilization, And, therefore, does it pain us much to think that 
England should have been the first to tread upon the regenerated 
honour of a country to whose great deeds, both of peace and war, 
she has ever professed to pay an enthusiastic homage. The 
conduct of Admiral Parker towards the Athenians must ever leave 
weed, upon the fair fame of the year 1850!

FINE ARTS. 

PorTRAIT OF THE LATER Mrs, Fry.—Mr. Hogarth 
has just published a portrait of the late Mrs. Fry, engraved by 
Cousens, from a full-length, by George Richmond. The style in 
which this portrait is drawn is admirably adapted to the subject. 
There is not that gracefulness of contour which distinguishes some 
of the favourite heads of this gifted artist; but ai ok thereof we 
haye a massive simplicity and individuality, ny attempt to 
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“make up’’ a picture on such a subject as Mrs. Fry-to put in 
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factitious backgrounds or “suggestive” features—would have been 
grossly badintaste. What we wantinsuch a portrait 1s not merely 
the physical likeness, but also the moral aspect of the original. 
The slightest attempt at adornment would have overcharged and 
perverted the design of the artist. There isa grand simplicity in 
the quiet placid attitude of the figure which finely harmonizes with 
and aids the expression of intelligence and benignity beaming from 
the features. Without any inscription, the portrait tells its own 
tale. No one could mistake it for any other than that of the 
benevolent and self-denying woman who brought into the foulest 
dens of sin and suffering the divine light of charity, religion, and 
Christian love. The taste and judgment of Mr. Richmond are ably 


seconded by Mr. Cousens, who has finished the engraving with 
great executive skill. 


EXHIBITIONS, 

Diorama, ReGeEnv’s-park.—On Thursday we were 
favoured with a private view of*the two new pictures about to be ex- 
hibited to the public: one of which represents ‘The Castle of Hol- 
zenfels, on the Rhine’; and the other ‘‘The Shrine of the Nativity at 
Bethlehem.’ Both these subjects are painted in a masterly manner, 
and the extraordinary effects produced in the changing scenes are 
perfectly wonderful. The exhibition opens with the Castle of 
Holzenfels, and a splendid representation of the setting sun on the 
walls of the celebrated old castle and its environs; the effect of 
the last rays on the mountain-tops is particularly successful, and 
deserving of all praise. The scene gradually changes to a thunder- 
storm at night, and its imitation is so like reality that it produces 
an involuntary shudder in the beholder. The Castle of Holzenfels 
has for ages been a place of historical interest. It is recorded that 
the Princess Isabella of England, the bride of Frederick II., was 
received here in state in 1235 by Theodoric Von Wied, Archbishop 
of reves, as she was proceeding from Cologne to Worms, where 
her imperial bridegroom awaited her. In modern times our own 
beloved Queen has been hospitably entertained within its walls, 
and this, no doubt, will give it an additional interest for ages to 
come. The painting is executed by Nicholas Meister, of Cologne. 
‘The Shrine of the Nativity’ is painted by the late M. Renoux, 
from a sketch made on the spot by David Roberts, Esq., R.A. 
The picture represents the shrine under two distinct effects: the 
first as it is usually seen, with the lamps over the manger, and 
round the star under the altar, which burn continually day and 
night ; the second effect is the celebration of midnight mass by 

he Franciscan monks, when the whole of the gold and silver 
tamps are seen brilliantly illuminated. This chamber, aaah an 
excavation in the limestone, lies directly under the church built by 
the mother of Constantine. It is 87 feet long by 11 wide, and 
though now naked, when compared with the general decoration 
of the Greek shrines, is floored and walled with marble, and seems 
to have been once covered with mosaic, of which some rich 
specimens still remain. On the right are three lamps, suspended 
over the manger in which our Lord was laid; opposite to this, the 
altar, covered with a canopy, is said by the monks to mark the 
place where the Magi knelt to make their offerings, At the other 
end of the grotto, in a semicircular recess, a glory represents the 
star which guided the Magi. Round it is the inscription— 

‘‘ Hic de Virgine Maria Jesus Christus natus est.” 

The manger in the grotto is only a substitute; the original, 
according to the Italians, having been removed to Rome by 
Sixtus V. It is nowin the Church of Santa Maria Maggiore, in 
a small chapel remarkable for the costliness of its ornaments. 
Numerous lamps, the gifts of Christian princes, throw light over 
tre darkness of the chamber. Above the spot where the Magi 
knelt, is a picture exhibiting them in the act of worshipping ; one 
of the wise men is an Ethiopian. We have no hesitation in saying 
that these are two of the most successful paintings ever exhibited,

LAW AND POLICE, 


CENTRAL CRIMINAL Counr.—This court reaumed its sittings on Monday 
before the Right Hon, the Lord Mayor, the Recorder, Aldermen Gibbs, Sir 
C, Marshall, and Salomons; Messrs, Lawrence and Nicoll, sheriffs; Messrs, 
Wire and Millard, the under-sheriffs, &e. The calendar contains the names 
of 185 prisoners for trial at the present session.—The Recorder, in address- 
ing the grand jury, said that, although the great majority of the cases that 
would be brought before them were comprised within the description of 
offenee known as lareeny, yet he regretted to observe that among the others 
that remained, and did not come within that designation, there were several 
of a most serious character. ‘There were two charges of murder, in one of 
which a woman was charged with the murder of her husband by poison; 
and jo the other a mother was charged with destroying her own offspring. 
In addition to these cases there was another of a most melancholy descrip- 
tion, in which an unhappy woman was charged with attempting to murder 
three of her children by drowning them, and also with attempting to destroy 
her own life by the same means, With regard to this case. it appeared very 

robable that the grand jury, ooking at the circumstances of the crime, and 
fading that it was committed by @ person who had up to that time behaved 
with the utmost kindness to the children whom she had suddenly attempted 
to destroy, might come to the conclusion that at the time she so acted she 
was not in such a state of mind as to render hercriminally responsible; but he 
was bound to inform them that they would not be justified in acting upon 
such an impression; and, if the facts should be established to their satisfaction, 
it would be their duty to return a true bill, and the question of the sanity or 
insanity of the accused party would be disposed of by the petty jury, who, 
by a special enactment of the Legislature, were the only competent tribunal 
to dispose of that question, He was glad to observe that the calendar only 
contained one case of bigamny- Chis description of offence had recently 
appeared to be very extensively committed; and when the consequences of 
the crime, and the mischief that was created in the social relations of life by 
the false ceremony of marriage being gone through with females, either for 
the p possession of their property, were 


t es of seduction or to obtain 
qoaeidered: it was satisfactory to kee thet there was only one case of that 
kind in the present calendar, and he trusted that the penalty which had 
been inflicted npon the parties convicted of this offence had had the effect 
of repressing this most mischievous crime. 


* PROMISE OF MARRIAGE.~-NICHOLSON v, TURN- 
BREACH OF P BULL AND WIFE, 
Nn Crncult.—N EWCASTLR, March 1.—{ Before Mr. Baron Alder- 
ccnp edar ralngre and Mr. Udall were counsel for the plaintiff, Mr, Ser- 
geunt Wilkins for the defendants, This was an action brought by the 
taintiff, who is an organ-builder in Newcastle, against the defendant and 
his wife, to recover damages for a breach of promise of marriage made by 
the defendant's wife to the plaintiff in the course of the year 1848. It 
appeared that the female defendant was the daughter and only child of a 
r, Parkin, a respectable tradesman, who died about two years ago, having 
bequeathed to his daughter @ considerable sum of money which he had 
amassed, She resided at Etherley, near Bishop's Auckland, and, in the 
course of 1848, she met the plaintiff at the house of a Mr. Brotherton, who 
combines the two trades ot grocer and musie-master at Bishop’s Auckland, 
to which place the plaintiff went continually for the purpose of erecting an 
organ in the church. The lady, Folng twice a week to learn music of Mr, 
Brotherton, often met the plaintiff, the consequence of which meeting was, 
that an intimacy sprang up which ended in an engagement. The particulars 
of this curious case of an action for breach of promise brought against one 
of the softer sex may be best gathered trom Mr, Sergeant Wilkins’s address 
for the defendants,—Mr. Sergeant W ilkins said it was one of the most extra- 
ordinary cases ever presented ns the jury; for, from the letters which had 
been put in to convince them of the amount of affection entertained by the 
young lady towards the plaintiff, Mr. Nicholson, when the love was put 
against the studs, plum-cake, waistcoat, and pianoforte, the love bore the 
same proportion towards those commodities that Falstaff’s piece of bread 
did towards his sack. Fortunately, such vidiculous aetions were not often 
brought on the part of a man. On what ground could the plaintiff demand 
damages? Was his heart broken? Fortunately, there never was but one 
broken heart, and that ok the broken heart mentioned by Sam Slick, 
Which belonged to a Yankee blacksmith, who undertook’ to test his 
strength with an English blacksmith in the aldee of an anvil. The 
Englishman could not move it; but the Yankee, having raised it, said 
“Jt broke his heart, for he never went without a pain in his back 
afterwards.” But the learned counsel for the plaintiff had let out the 
real grievance of the case, in saying that it was a serious thing for 
he a eiotitt to be deprived of the young lady’s fortune. If he had only 
TSalned the poor girl’s fortune, it would have set him up well in the 
ne an-building, and have enabled him to carry on a roaring trade. ‘The 
8 truth was that the Brothertons suggested the match to the plaintiff, 
ae ahi girl was possessed of money, and they had teased and worried him 
neatly to death, for the letters proved that more than anything else, and did 
not contain the warmth of affection which love-letters usually breathe. The 
plaintiff had proposed a reference, In the name of all that was amorous, 
who was to be the referee?
